According
te clause 1 of the ordinance faliens of
enemy nationalities may not carry on'
trade nor may they dispose of their
property without first securing the'
consent in writing of the governor.

Clause 2 places the same restrie-
tions as claus€ 1 on firms with an
enemy as partner or manager.

Clause 3 provides for the appoint-
ment by the government of ligquidators
with full rights to carrv on the busi-
ness or sell the same, the proceeds to
be placed in bank and held until fur-
ther legislation has been enacted.
Purchasers of enemy business are re-
quired by law to establish the good
faith of the sale and prove that it
is not merely a temporiry transfer. ’
